jHENEVER society gets In the mood for a 


housecleaning, there's always someone who 


argues it would be easier just to legalize the 
dirt and forget it. 


In New York, a letter to The Herald Tribune 


says the thing to do is repeal all laws which 
breed organized crime and corruption of gov- 
ernment. These laws, the writer argues, "tend 
to deliver the economic functions of satisfying 
relatively human demands into the hands ot 
the criminal elements". 
Therefore, the argu- 


ment concludes, the easy way out is to legalize 
the things which racketeers and hoodlums are 
doing and quit worrying about them. 
The 


writer believes a popular referendum would 
support his conclusion—and he might be right. 


But it wouldn't be quite so easy to make the 


lawbreakers respectable as he claims it would 
be. Frank Costellp, for example, was a Hew 
York 
bootlegger 
during prohibition. What 


amounted to a ^tional referendum caused the 
bootlegging business to become 
legitimate, 


Thereupon, Costello got into other lines of ac- 
tivity, because he wanted to make money faster 
than it could be made in a legitimate business, 
subject to competition. 


Where would society end up if it surrendered 


to every activity taken over by criminal ele- 
ments? 
Far from making the racketeers and 


hooBlums respectable, it would succeed only 
in destroying its own standards of respectabil- 
ity. 


/COMMUNISTS never underesti- 


mate the power of a woman,

* United States entered World 
War I and President Woodrow 
Wilson shocked Congress by his 
message demanding conscription 
and the use of "force without 
stint". But he got overwhelming 
support at once from both politi- 
cal parties in Congress. 


Today the issue of conscription 


is debated again. But this time 
the councils 
in both 
political 


parties are confused. 


There are Republicans a n d 


Democrats who haven't wanted 
to send any more troops to Eu- 
rope and there are members of 
Congress from both parties who 
would like to see our forces 
brought back from Korea, too, 
and to have all our effort concen- 
trated in defending the territorial 
United States. 


In the middle of all this comes 


a rather emphatic statement from 
the Republican leader in the 
House of Representatives, Joseph 
W, Martin of Massachusetts, who 
demands to know why the armed 
forces of China on Formosa are 
not being used to open a second 
Asiatic front against the 
Com- 


munists. 
The Formosa 
armies 


owe allegiance to P r e s i d e n t 
Chiang Kai-shek of the govern- 
ment of China, which is still 
recognized 
by us and by the 


United Nations as the legitimate 
government of the Chinese re- 
public, 


IT IS, however, by the order of 


the United States 
government 


that 
the Nationalist forces on 


Formosa are not permitted 
to 


land on the Chinese mainland. 
This was ordered last June at a 
time when the American govern- 
ment hoped to localize the con- 
flict in Korea and keep the war 
confined to a battle between the 
North and South Koreans. 


Since that time, on the other 


hand, the Communists of China 
have entered the fray. They have 
enjoyed immunity from attack on 
their 
Manchurian bases, 
from 


which come planes and armies 
regularly to attack the United 
Nations forces in Korea. America 
already has suffered a large list 
of casualties. 


"Why, in God's name," shouts 


Representative M a r t i n , "aren't 
the forces of Chiang Kai-shek be- 


ing used?" The minority leader 
then produces a letter from Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur, the U N. 
commander in chief in Korea, 
who says there is no conflict of 
"logic or tradition" in using the 
troops of the Nationalist govern- 
ment. 


The two words—"logic" and 


"tradition"—have lots of meaning 
in this connection, It is logical 
from a military viewpoint for the 
Nationalists to be encouraged to 
open a second front on China's 
mainland and thus draw Com- 
munist troops away from the Ko- 
rean battle area, 


It is traditional, too, for the 


United States government to as- 
sist 
a 
recognized 
government 


which requests military aid. The 
precedent had been established in 
Greece and in many other coun- 
tries even 
before the Truman 


Doctrine was announced in 1947. 


The problem of using the Na- 


tionalist forces has come up again 
and again. The State Department 
has counseled against it on the 
theory that the Nationalists are 
not strong enough or that they 
w o u l d require American aid 
which would amount to interven- 
tion, by us on the mainland of 
China and that this would as- 
suredly bring Russia into the 
war. 


GENERAL MacArthur evident- 


ly has heard these arguments and 


Is not persuaded by them. He 
thinks apparently that the diplo- 
mats have been bluffed into a 
timid state and that Russia, con- 
scious of the weakness of the 
diplomats and their fears, is mov- 
ing ahead aggressively to help 
the Chinese Communists in Ko- 
rea anyway. 


General MacArthur has a right, 


of course, to testify before Con- 
gress and answer any questions 
its members may ask. In his reply 
to Representative Martin he says 
forthrightly that global war has 
begun in Asia and that this is the 
place to meet the challenge. 


"Here in Korea," he writes, 


"we fight Europe's war 
with 


arms while the diplomats there 
still fight it with words." 


The reference undoubtedly is 


not to American diplomats but to 
European diplomats, so many of 
whom have been criticizing Gen- 
eral MacArthur and trying re- 
cently to hamstring him by de- 
claring that he wants to make 
war on China. 


In truth, General MacArthur 


realistically points out that the 
Chinese Communists have made 
war upon us that the only ques- 
tion to be answered is whether 
America will meet the challenge 
or let her own troops in Korea be 
chewed up as a consequence of a 
limited strategy and a refusal to 
use "force without stint".
